Despite the strenuous efforts of | 
the industrial accident commission 
to protect men from injury on the 
construction of the San Francisco 
Oakland bay bridge and the golden 
gate bridge, there has been a heavy 
toll of serious injuries and of | 
deaths, varticularly resulting from! 
men falling. 


For the first time in the history 
of bridge construction in America, 
the industrial accident commis- 
sioners have ordered safety nets 
placed under the entire structure 

‘Ye daily press quotes authori 
ties ‘as stating that the portable net 
which will be used by the steel | 
erecting gang will cost $38.000.00 
and that the permanent net to 
cover the entire under-surface of 
the structure will cost $82.000.00. 
This is a_ relatively small cost 
whén compared to the cost of in 


juries and human lives that have 
been Jost on other brdige con- 
structions. 


The commission has also ordered 
that all men working in dangerous 
places must be “tied-on” to pre- 
vent them from falling. 


Japan and the Spies— 

How any American can betray 
this country’s confidential naval or 
military information to the paid 
spy of a foreign nation is a little 
too much for most of us to under- 
Stand. 

The logic of it is plain enough. 
Unprincipled or embittered men 
who though still Americans in 
name, have ceased to be in spirit, 
simply cash in on an opportunity 
to make what looks like “easy 
money.” But there is in most peo- 
ple, deeper than logic, something 
that cannot comprehend. 

ne ex-gob who betrayed his 
country for thirty pieces of Jap- 
anese silver was tossed in prison 
less than a month ago. Now an ex- 
officer awaits trial on a_ similar 
charge. And “spy hunt” of propor- 
tions unprecedented since the war 
is under way in the United States. 

Today every nation is carrying 
on some sort of espionage in othe: 
countries. America does least of it, | 
our agents being scarcely more 
than legal observers. Japan does 
more spying than any other two| 
countries, and is overly “spy con- 
scious’ at home. Any foreigner on 
a pleasure tour over there, if he 
happens to have a camera, is re- | 
garded with great suspicion. 

Peace time espionage, however, 


is highly overrated. And while | 
Japan’s is probably as effective as | 
anyone else's, much of theirs is | 
sheer burlesque. Nippon fishing | 
boats off the coast of California 
may be busy making maps and 
charts, but for a few cents they 


could buy better 
own government 
vevs.

The large capac City of the beer in- 
dustry to pay taxes, which of 
course, are passed on to beer con- 
sumers, is revealed in a survey by 
the United States Brewers’ asso- 
ciation showing that from April 7, 
1933, to June 1, 1936, federal, state 
and municipal governments have | 
collected taxes on this beverage 
amounting to $864,394,405.87. It is 
probable that complete figures for | 
June will raise the taxes above a | 
billion dollars for 38 months—a 
ngonthly tax bill of $26,300,000,

Amendment Stressed by Miss Lenroot 


Interstate Compacts Held of Little Value in Protecting 
Children From Inhuman Employers 


The great importance of prompt ratification of the 
child labor amendment to the federal constitution in order 


| to insure adequate protection of children against exploita- 
tion by those who own and operate industry was stressed | 
'by Miss Katherine F. Lenroot, 


chief of the children’s 


bureau of the United States department of labor, in an 
address before the 1935 convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in Atlantic City, N. J. 

After pointing out the persistent and effective efforts 
of the American Federation of Labor in favor of the 


amendment during the years that ®——— 


have elapsed since congress, in 
1924, submitted the amendment 
resolution to the legislatures of the 
various states, Miss Lenroot said: 
“We have 24 states that have 
ratified the child labor amendment 
and only 12 more states are needed. 
The issues are clear. There should 
be no great deflficulty in obtaining 
these 12 ratifications that are 
necessary, 
Interstate Compasts of Little Value 
Under vigorous opposition, based 
as I have said, for the most part, 
upon misrepresentation and mis- 
understanding, our progress has 
been blocked and it is before us to- 
day to determine whether the 
ranks of labor, together with all 
others interested in the protection 
of children and of family life, will 
join hands in a solemn resolve to 
see to it that we shall not extend 
beyond the next two years the pe- 
riod of struggle to put this amend- 
ment in the constitution.

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COLD FACTS ABOUT “BUDGET BALANCING” 


During the campaign we are destined to hear a lot 
about “budget balancing.” We will be told that Governor 
Landon has balanced the state budget in Kansas and that 
he may be expected to do the same thing for the federal 
budget if he is elected president. 

We will be told that President Roosevelt has not 
balanced the federal budget but that, on the contrary, he 
has raised the public debt to an all-peace-time record. 

Before the “‘ballyhoo’” becomes too intense, it would 
be well to get the facts clearly in mind. 


The constitution of Kansas provides that the state 
government shall not expend more than it collects. There- 
fore, it was impossible for Governor Landon to unbal-. 
ance the budget unless he violated the constitution, or 
induced the people to amend it. He preferred to keep the 
state budget balanced, but in order to do so—and this 
fact is extremely important—during the four years of his 
administration he expended less than $500,000 for the 
direct relief of the state’s impoverished farmers and in- 
dustrial workers. 


Even in the matter of highway construction, Uncle | 
Sam gave Kansas $23,827,891 during the last three years 
and the state put up only $3,306,000 of its own money. 

As Kansas was hit as hard by the depression as almost 
any other state, the needy were forced to turn to their 
local authorities and the federal government for relief. 
The local authorities did what they could, but that was | 
not very much. So the chief burden fell on Uncle Sam. | 

President Roosevelt might have said: “It-is none of 
my business if the farmers and industrial workers of Kan- 
sas starve.”’ But he didn’t say that. Instead, between | 
March 4, 1933, and March 31, 1936, the Roosevelt ad- | 
ministration poured into Kansas $421,1 20,460. In order | 
to do that for Kansas and other states, President Roose- | 
velt had to unbalance his budget. But he saved Kansas, | 
and among other things enabled the people of that state | 
to pay their state and local taxes, thus making it pos- | 
sible for Governor Landon to keep his budget in good | 
shape. | 

Before we get unduly excited about Uncle Sam’s un- 
balanced budget and about Governor Landon’s bal- | 
anced budget, wouldn't it be well to ask ourselves, ‘What | 
would have happened to Kansas, including the Kansas 
state budget, if President Roosevelt had refused to ad-| 
vance this immense relief fund?” |

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FIVE MILLION YOUTHS IN UNEMPLOYED ARMY 


The tremendous tragedy of millions of unemployed 
youths was emphasized as one of America’s greatest | 
problems, requiring for its solution the joint efforts of 
governmental agencies and labor, employer, social wel- | 
fare and educational groups, by speakers at the recent | 
conference sponsored by the American youth commis- 
sion and the American council on education. 


“The crux of our youth problem, of course, is unem- 
ployment,” said Homer P. Rainey, director of the com- | 
mission. “If we were able to give every adult above, 
sixteen years of age wholesome and satisfying employ- | 
ment many of our other problems would be greatly re- | 
duced, and some of them would disappear.” 

Mr. Rainey said there were about 20,100,000 young 
people between the ages of 16 and 24 in the United | 
States. Of these, he added, 4,000,000 were in schools and | 
colleges, 500,000 in school part time, 7,600,000 employed | 
on non-work relief jobs, 2,800,000 married women, leav- 
ing about 5,200,000 youths out of school and unem- | 
ployed. | 

Reducing the figures to a percentage basis, he de- | 
clared that “perhaps the most reliable estimates are that | 
40 per cent of the youth (persons between 16 and 24) 
years) in the whole country are neither gainfully em- 
ployed nor in school.” 

Among remedies for this deplorable condition, Mr. 
Rainey included lengthening the compulsory school age | 
limit to 18 ye ags in all states and the extension of library | 
work, teaching, leisure time programs and playgrounds 
where hundreds of thousands of youths might be em-| 
ployed. He lamented the fact that the inauguration of | 
these opportunities for employment was prevented by | 
the lack of funds in every community in the United 
States.
